tile controversy over the process­ 
ing tax. At all events, it is inter­ 
esting to find him defending the 
tax vigorously in

interview 
published recently in the Macon 
Telegraph. He makes his points 
emphatically and pithily. 
Mr. Persons defends the tax on 
the ground that it is

tariff measure ever enforced for 
the benefit of the cotton farm er. 
He says the mills ought to be glad 
to collect the tax because without 
the farm er they would have no 
cotton to work. He suggests that 
the real trouble with the mills lies 
in the fact that they insist on pro­ 
ducing more than the m arket jus­ 
tifies. He insists New England is 
losing the textile business on ac­ 
count of natural advantages en­ 
joyed by the south and that it lost 
nearly half its spindles between 
1923 and 1933 when there was no 
processing tax. and no NRA. He 
also figures it is well worth while 
for the cotton mills to help the 
farm er because the farm er is the 
best customer the mills have. H^ 
confesses that he, in his role of 
mill owner, was worried about the 


fact that the processing tax cost 
him $10,000 a month, but conclud­ 
ed to have a w hirl at it if it would 
help him and his fellow farm ers. 
“Of course,” he adds, “I did w hat 
all the other mills did and added 
it to the price,” This sounds am us­ 
ingly and suspiciously like one of 
those confessions that are 
sup­ 
posed to be good for the soul.

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Equality of Opportunity for 
The Physically Handicappeu

Recently the Missouri 
Society 
for Crippled Children gave a tes­ 
timonial luncheon to Mrs. Elias 
Michael, distinguished civic lead­ 
er of St. Louis, who since 1911 
has been a member of the Board 
of Education of the St. Louis pub­ 
lic schools. The luncheon marked 
the Society’s recognition of Mrs. 
Michael’s leadership in the child 
welfare field and particularly for 
those children who, “at the very 
threshold of life, and through no 
fault of their own, 
find 
them ­ 
selves denied that equality of op­ 
portunity which every American 
is supposed to possess.” In 
the 
principal address of the occasion, 
which was made by Bishop 
C. 
Hubert LeBlond of the Catholic 
diocese of St. Joseph, 
Missouri, 
the following statement was made: 
“No human being that was ev­ 
er born can be physically handi­ 
capped, deprived of the opportu­ 
nity of child growth and still grow 
up to be a normal man or woman. 
If we deprive him of that we are 
condemning that child to a lack 
of the very thing that makes our 
civilization safe and makes 
our 
country a good place to live in." 
In spite of the schools that we 
have for the blind and the deaf 
and the special classes for those 
types 
of 
physically handicapped 
in our larger cities and the spe­ 
cial schools and classes that exist 
only in St. Louis and Kansas City 
for Crippled children, there are 
thousands of physically handicap­ 
ped children growing to maturity 
in the state of Missouri without 
an equal opportunity for the edu­ 
cation they need and that is ac­ 
corded the normal 
child. 
They 
must either sit at home bewailing 
their fate or mix 
with 
normal 
children in regular classes where 
the competition is so great that 
they quickly become discouraged 
because ’hey are consistently mis­ 
understood by both parents and 
teachers. Then they grow to m a­ 
turity with warped personalities 
at best which produce a feeling 
of resentment that life has been 
unfair with them. 
So far as crippled children are 
concerned the opportunities 
for 
them all the way from enum era­ 
tion, diagnosis, hospital care, edu­ 
cation, and follow-up with voca­ 
tional guidance and 
placement, 
are mUch below those of other 
physically handicapped 
children

2. Cream well 3-4 of the sugar 
w ith the lard, and 2 tablespoons 
of the liquid. 
3. Separate 
egg 
whites 
and 
yolks. Add yolks to milk. 
4. Add flour m ixture and milk 
alternately to the creamed fat and 
sugar. (Flour should be 
added 
first to 
prevent 
seperation 
of 
cream ed m ixture.)

Beat egg whites until 
stiff 
but not dry. Add sugar to beaten 
egg whites and beat only 
until 
sugar disappears. 
6. Fold egg whites 
into 
cake

might easily 
deteriorate

not 
made as w ater-tight as possible, j 
Flooring strips, according to ad- j 
vice received from the Southern 
Pine Association, should be 1 1-4 
in. stock. The pieces • should 
be­ 
laid with a slope 
which 
drain i 
away from the house along the | 
grain of the wood. 
The 
porch j 
porch flooring is laid directly on 
the joists, but before each strip 
is laid, the groove is filled with 
pure w hite lead mixed with a lit­ 
tle linseed oil to soften it. The 
tongue of the next piece of floor­ 
ing is driven tightly 
into 
this, 
causing the lead to fill the entire 
joint, and m akes the joint prac­ 
tically w ater tight. 
After the porch floor is laid, it 
should be 
im mediately 
coverea 
with the first coat of paint to pro­ 
tect it, after whic it may be fin- 


ished with 3 to 4 coats of outside 
paint finish. 
The flooring should

tected from moisture until after 
it is painted, and the paint should

Josiah Gregg was bom July 19. 
1809 in Tennessee. His 
parents 
moved to Missouri in 1812, and 
finally settled in Jackson county, 
where Gregg, who never married, 
made his home. Being of a schol­ 
arly turn of mind, he spent sev­ 
eral years studying in Philadel­ 
phia to become a physician. Af­ 
ter graduating, Dr. Gregg began 
following his profession in Inde­ 
pendence, but was soon forced by 
ill health to give up his practice. 
With a hope of 
regaining 
his 
health he set out on May 15, 1831, 
one hundred and four years ago 
this week, on his first trip across 
the plains, doubtless 
influenced 
by the experience of his 
father, 
who had been a member of Wm. 
Becknell’s expedition 
in 1822— 
the first to take wagons to Santa 
Fe. 
Gregg soon regained his health 
and developed a passion for prai­ 
rie life. The Santa Fe trade was 
flourishing, and Gregg, quick to 
see its promise, made a place for 
himself as a merchant and 
be­ 
came known as 
an enterprising 
trader, explorer, and doctor, as 
his knowledge of medicine was 
invaluable to him on his trips. He 
laid out a southern route to Santa

these farm ers toward a balanced 
production is aiding to establish 
and maintain prices for the basic 
crops nearer to that fair exchange 
value laid down in the 
A djust­

“Nearly two years of experience 
have shown certain defects in the 
original provisions of the A gricul­ 
tural Act. Congress has given A d­ 
ministrators of the Act

speedily and effectively workable 
for the nation as a whole. 
“That explains, in short, why 
bills are pending in both the Sen­ 
ate and the House of R epresenta­ 
tives of the United States, which, 
if enacted, will amend in

particulars the A djustm ent 
Act. 
Some of the am endm ents relate to 
the broad adjustm ent 
program s 
for the crops that are nam ed as 
“basic” in the law; some relate to

am endm ents I regret to say that a 
great deal of controversy has aris­ 
en; controversy, and an astonish­ 
ing amount of m isunderstanding 
and even misrepresentation.

adm inistrators 
of

Agricultural Adjustm ent Act be­ 
lieve that Congress intended 
the 
law to serve the farm ers of one 
section of the country as well as 
those of another. As it stands, -o 
much is missing from the 
brief 
outline of m arketing agreem ents 
and licenses in the original act, 
that the Adjustm ent Act 
stands 
like a square table w ith legs at 
only three com ers—the leg that 
should 
support 
the 
diversified 
agriculture of the N ortheast, the 
Pacific 
Coast 
states, 
and 
the 
whole-milk 
producers 
for 
the 
large cities, is shown by experi­ 
ence to be too weak to support 
that corner. 
“Farm ers of the wheat, cotton, 
tobacco, and livestock regions may 
say, ‘We don’t need to use 
the 
m arketing agreements and licen­ 
ses; why, then, do these particu­ 
lar amendments concern us all?’ 
To them I say, ‘Unless the Act 
can be made fully effective as a 
national instrum ent, serving the 
two million farm ers 
who 
grow 
special crops or milk, the 
whole 
Act—lacking their support—is in 
danger. 
“In the last analysis, w hat 
the 
farm ers of America are working 
through is an Agricultural A djust­ 
ment Act, not an act for m iddle­ 
men or processors. The Act is the 
culmination of the farm ers’ long 
fight for economic equality. But 
this fight will not really be won

The acknowledged historian of 
the

trade is 
Josian 
Gregg, whose Commerce of 
the 
Prairies is one of America s few 
Indigenous classics. The 
author 
crossed the plains eight 
time?; 
was a newspaper 
correspondent 
in the Mexican war; became 
a 
forty-niner; and left 
a 
lasting 
m onum ent in California through 
discovery of Humbolt Bay . 
Josiah Gregg was horn July 19. 
1809 in Tennessee. His 
parents 
moved to Missouri in 1812, and 
finally settled in Jackson county, 
w here Gregg, who never married, 
m ade his home. Being of a schol­ 
arly turn of mind, he spent sev­ 
eral years studying in Philadel­ 
phia to become a physician. Af­ 
ter graduating. Dr, Gregg began 
following his profession in Inde­ 
pendence, but was soon forced by 
ill health to give up his practice. 
With a hope of

health he set out on May 15, 1831, 
one hundred and four years ago 
this week, on his first trip across 
the plains, doubtless 
influenced 
by the experience of his 
father, 
who had been a m em ber of Wm 
Becknell's expedition 
in 
1822— 
the first to take wagons to Santa 
Fe 
Gregg soon regained his health 
and develop'd a passion for prai­ 
rie life. The Santa Fe trade was 
flourishing, and Gregg, quick to 
see its promise, made a place for 
himself as a merchant and 
be­ 
came known as 
an enterprising 
trader, explorer, and doctor, is 
his knowledge of medicine was 
invaluable to him on his trips. He 
laid out a southern route to Santa 
Fe, but it was 
never 
generally 
used. Nine years later he retired 
with a competence, 
which 
en­ 
abled him to continue his travels 
and explorations. His 
next four 
years were spent in journeys 
to 
New York, Arkansas, and back to 
his home in Independence. 
In 1844, Josiah 
Greggs’ Com ­ 
merce of the Prairies was

and was soon translated into G er­ 
man and French. It was a trem en­ 
dous success, and was reprinted 
nine times during the next seven­ 
teen years.

The book w'as 
collated from his notes and jo u rn ­ 
als written while in the trade, and

its first sale.
